WASHINGTON, May 5.—President Wilson and the 


cabinet went carefully over the German note as transmit- 
ted in news despatches from Berlin.

A first feeling that it was unsatisfactory was somewhat 


leavened by the text of the new orders to submarine com- 
manders, although it was foreseen that the reference to 
immunity for merchant ships recognized by international 
law might admit of some dispute of interpretation. 


So much depends upon words and their shades of mean- 


ing involved in translation from German to English that 
no decision can be attempted until the official text ia in 
the president's hands.

While final decision on the attitude of the 'American 


government waits on the official text, some cabinet mem- 
bers indicated that the German assurances probably would 
be accepted and that diplomatic relations would not be 
broken unless the order to submarine commaadftnl waa 
violated and American lives endangered.

MADE BY GERMANY 


BERLIN, May 6.—(via wireless 


to Sayville)—Following is the text 
of the German government note in 
reply to the American note on sub- 
marine warfare, delivered on Thurs- 
day by Gottlieb Von Jagow, the for- 
eign secretary, to Ambassador Ger- 
ard:"The undersigned, 
on bebalf of 


the imperial 
government, has the 


honor to present to his excellency, 
the ambassador of the United States. 
Mr. James W. Gerard, tbe following 
reply to the note of April 20, regard- 
Ing the conduct of German subma- 
rine warfare. 


"The German 
government hand- 


ed over to the proper naval author- 
ities for early Investigation the ev|. 
dence concerning the Sussex, aa com- 
municated by the government of the 
United States. 
Judging by the re- 


fiiilts that 
the 
Investigation has 


hitherto yielded, the German govern- 
ment is alive to the possibility that 
the ship mentioned 
in the note of 


April 10, as having boon torpedoed 
by a German submarine Is actually 
identical with the Sussex. 


"The German government begs to 


reserve further 
communication on 


the matter until certain points are 
ascertained, which 
are of decisive 


Importance for establishing tho facts 
of the case. Should It turn out that 
tho commander was wrong In assum- 
ing the vessel to be a man-of-war, 
the German government will not fall 
to draw the consequence resulting 
therefrom.

errors, naval warfare, just life war- 
fare on 
land, implies unavoidable 
dangers for

Even in cases where the naval action 
Is confined • to ordinary forms of 
cruiser warfare, neutral persons and 
goods repeatedly come to grief.

peatedly and explicitly pointed out 
the dangers from mines that have 
led to the loss of numerous ships.
